NEW YORK, June 2—Blitzed 
Cologne stands today as visible 
proof that the United Nations can 
ripen the Third Reich from the 
air this Summer for an eventual 
knockout, an essential to the wip­ 
ing out of Hitler by land forcea. 
The mass raid on Cologne by 
the RAF opened a dangerous “sec­ 
ond front" In the air right under 
the nose of the fatherland's boast­ 
ful “watch on the Rhine.” 
The 
smokeclouds and 
ruins of the 
Rhineland key city 
are 
an ill- 
omen to every native German, and 
the effect on morale within the 
rest of Germany will in fact be as 
far-reaching and devastating aa 
the destruction caused by the 6.- 
000.000 pounds of bombs. 
To Hitler himself, staring in 
mad fury at the wreckage and no 
doubt shouting curses of retalia­ 
tion at everyone within fearing, 
the Cologne debacle must be the 
distant hand-wrtting on the wall.

“The passage was made in the 
face of U-boat* and a heavy, de­ 
termined air attack delivered al­ 
most continuously for five days 
and nights.” 
“From May 25 until May 30, 
German 
bombers,

and torpedo-carrying aircraft at­ 
tacked the merchant ships and

weapon at their command." 
A German claim that 18 ships 
in 
the convoy 
were sunk 
wras 
branded as "an exaggeration by 
over 175 percent"—indicating that 
not more than two or three vessels 
had gone down.

The nude 
body of the

Gloria Jean Nault, was found at 
midmght in the cab of a truck a 
quarter of a mile from the tavern 
in New 8wanzy, about 20 miles 
from Marquette, W'here her par­ 
ents.

Nault, had left her in the auto­ 
mobile. 
Sgt. Bogle said that while the 
child's 
fractured skull and 
the 
bruises on its body could have 
been suffered in a fall such as 
Heath described, the youth was 
unable to explain the removal of 
the infant’s clothing.

The Naults, taking the baby, 
had gone for a ride Sunday night 
with friends and had stopped at

A view' of the city from the famous Cologne Cathedral Is shown 
above. In reply to a congratulatory message from Lieut Gen. Henry H. Arnold, chief of the United 
States Army Air Forces, Air Marshal A. T. Harris, who planned the great attack, declared, “We too 
look forward to the time, now so near, when the United States Army Air Forces . . . . commence op­ 
erations on our side in this theater of war.” 


WASHINGTON, June 2—Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt today called on 
Congress for a formal declaration 
of war against Bulgaria, Hun­ 
gary and Romania. 
The governments of these three 
vassal states of the axis already 
have declared war against the 
United States.

a magnificent feat of operational 
planning, gigantic waves of RAF 
planes dropped thousands of tons 
cf bombs on military targets. 
This attack was in the nature 
of a personal proof to Marshal 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering that 
the luftwaffe he created has at 
last been outstripped by Britain. 
Essen is Goering s “owm town,” 
site of the Krupp munitions plant 
and the Hermann Goering steel 
w'orks, source of his immense per­ 
sonal fortune and object of his 
particular pride. 
The exact number of craft sent 
out in this new step in Britain's 
“master plan" to destroy Hitler s 
I w ar machine was 1,036. 
The raid was concentrated in 
the region of the vital manufac­ 
turing city of Er*en, site of the 
huge Krupp iron and steel works. 
Essen is a large railway center 
in the heart of the Reich’s coal 
and iron fields 22 miles northeast 
of Dusseldorf. 
Churchill said that according to 
first reports the Royal Air Force 
bombers started numerous wide­ 
spread conflagrations equal to the 
devastation inflicted Saturday on 
Cologne. 
He said 35 British bombers were 
missing as a result of the raid. 
| 
“No fewer than 1,130 British 
manned aircraft,” operated in the 
Cologne assault, Churchill said in 
revealing for the first time the 
number of planes which actually 
participated. 
During the attack on the Ruhr, 
planes of the bomber, fighter, 
I coastal and army commands co­ 
operated with the main bomber 
force by attacking Nazi airdromes 
in Germany, France and the low 
countries to keep as many luft­ 
waffe planes aa possible on the 
ground. 
The same tactics were 
used to eliminate serial opposition 
when the mass raid was made on 
Cologne. 
The prime minister said that al­ 
though Britain intended to keep 
battering 
Germany 
continually 
every raid might not Involve a 
force of 1,000 planes. 
The num­ 
ber to be employed, he explained, 
would depend on the type of op­ 
eration.

The gau­ 
n t e r had lifted restrictions in 
honor of the occasion and the 
streets were crowded with m erry­ 
makers, he said.

look for the quinine supply. Nearly 
IOO per cent of the supply of qui­ 
nine for the world came from the 
Dutch East Indies. If this supply 
were shut off, it would have a very 
serious effect. 
Over most of the continental 
area of North America it would 
have no special effect, but in our 
Southern states we still have to 
combat m alaria with quinine and 
in combat troops in the Canal Zone 
and in the tropics anywhere the 
possibility of a malaria epidemic 
is very imminent and it might be 
very serious if quinine were not 
available. 
Dutch Monopoly 
The Dutch handled the quinine 
monopoly as a monopoly, but with 
very enlightened humanism. They 
did not allow the cultivation of 
cinchona trees, from which quinine 
is obtained, to die out, as happened 
in Ceylon where it was abandoned 
for more profitable crops. 
In 1913 the Dutch Government 
issued an agreement which had to 
do with the regulation of prices 
and the distribution of quinine 
which has resulted in a very even 
distribution throughout the civi­ 
lized world at a very fair price. It 
is hardly possible to suppose from 
what we know of the Japanese that 
they will continue so humanitari­ 
an an agreement. 
No Shortage Imminent 
However, the quinine situation 
I am informed by an authoritative 
source is quite favorable for sev­ 
eral years to come. About two 
years ago the Government began

Army and Navy on a very large 
scale. The amount of this is a mil­ 


itary secret, but the opinion exists 
that this reserve stock of quinine 
will be ample for two or three 
years. 
No Shortage for Some Time 
Manufacturing chemists have 
matched the foresight of the Gov­ 
ernment and now have very con­ 
siderable stocks. There is no real 
danger of a quinine shortage for 
some tim e-to come. 
For the far future, it is possible 
that the quinine industry can be 
developed in South America. It is 
curious that the first place quinine 
was ever found was in South 
America and that it has fallen be- 
him! so completely in production. 
The wild barks in South Amer­ 
ica are too low in quinine content 
to be worth extraction, except in a 
real emergency, but some attempts 
have been made to match the 
Dutch cultural methods. In Co­ 
lombia there is being grown a 
quinine bark which is of good 
quality and high content, and this 
may bo developed into a supply 
sufficient to meet our need for a1! 
time in the future. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. G.:—“ What are the symp­ 
toms of calcium deficiency? What 
are the symptoms of too much cal­ 
cium in the system?’* 
Answer; Calcium deficiency in 
young people causes rickets, a di­ 
sease in which there is softening of 
the bones. In adult life calcium 
deficiency does not affect bones 
because they are already formed, 
but it causes a spasm of the mus­ 
cles known as tetany. Bad teeth 
are also ascribed to calcium de­ 
ficiency. There is no definite sign 
of too much calcium in the tissues.
